The Dottrine of the Sabbath. -: 


of the Sabbath is, and how that commandement bindes men. 

Now becauſe I cannot find any ſolidity, or fatisfaQion in any of 
theſe opinions, I have left humane writings even of the beſt lear- 
ned, and have betaken my ſelfe wholly to the ſearching of the Holy 
Scriptures, Gods moſt pure infallible word, and what light | finde 
therein for the manifeſtation of the truth, 1 will not hide nor cover, 
but {ct it before you openly. And for the time when God firſt inſti- 
tuted the Sabbath, I conceive 1t to have beene not in the ſtate of in- - 
nocency, but after mans fall immediately, and yet upon the ſeventh - 
day wherein God reſted from the worke of the creation; as my Text 
here faith, and although this may ſceme to crofle the order of the 
Hiſtory as it is bere laid downe by Toes, becauſe mans fall is re- 
lated a while after his ſanQification of the Sabbath, even in the 
third Chapt. Yet let -this moove no man, for Xoſes doth not ſet 
down all things in order as they were done in this and the next 
Chapter, but finſt he ſpeakes of the finiſhiag of Heaven and Earth,and 
all the hoſt of them, and then of Gods reſt, and of the ſan&ifying of 
the ſeventh day, and then returnes to ſpeake of things which were 
done before : as the planting of the garden in Eden, which was a 
worke of the third day, and the making of the woman and forming 
her ofarib taken our of mans (ide, and mans naming of all living crea- 
tures before the woman was made, which things were done on the 
fixt day, Alſo in this Chapter. the forming of the man is related be- 
fore the planting of the garden and the watering of it with ariver 
which was devided into foure heads, though it is moſt cvident 
that before there was a man to till the ground, God made every 
plant and tree that was pleaſant to the eye and good for food, to 
grow out of the ground, that is, all the trees of the garden amongſt 
the reſt, ver.5. Wherefore we muſt not cleave ſtrictly to the or- 
der in which Zofes ſets things downe in this Chapter, nor take 
all things to be firſt done which arc here firſt related, for then we . 
ſhould beleeve, that plants, herbes trees, man and woman were 
all created after that the workes of creation were finiſhed, and 
after Gods reſting on theſcventh day, But to paſſe by all necedleſſe 
doubts, let us come to the proofes of this Point, which prove 
ſtrongly that Gods inſtitution of the Sabbath was not in mans 1nno» 
cency but after hs fall. | 

Firſt, the very words of my Text affirme that the Sabbath was 
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inſtituted on the ſeventh day, for firſt it is -faid in. exprefi= words, 


that on the feventh day God reſted and bleſſed and fandified 


that day. ne” 
Secondly, the things which gave God occaſion to ſandtifie the ſe- 
venth day, and upon which the firſt inftitution of the Sabbath was 
ounded came not to paſſe, neither were they in berng untill the 
venth day, that is Gods perfe&ing of the worke and reſting from 
al the work which he had made:the words of the Text are very plain, 
On,or itn the ſeventh day God ended his Worke and: reffed, and becauſe 
of this reſting he blefſed and fanRified the ſeventh day, And there- 
fore the fan&ifying of the ſeventh day which was the inſtitution of 
the Sabbath, cannot be before the ſeventh day ; The building could 
not be before there was ground to build on, neither could the worke 
go before the cauſe and occaſion of it. — 
Thirdly, it is againſt all reafon to thinke that God actually bleſſed 
and fan&ified the ſeventh day, and made 1t his holy Sabbath before it 
came into being. Now this ground being very cleare,that the Sabbath 
was inſtituted on the "as day from the beginning of the creation 
and not before, I proceed to a ſecond ground, to wit:that man did fall 
towards the end of thefixt —_— on the ſame day in which he was 
created, which being fully prooved, it will neceffarily follow. That 
the firſt inſtitution of the Sabbath was after mans fall and not in the 
ſtate of innocency. | | 
Firſt that man did fall upon the very day of his creation the ſixt 
day, I preove by plaine Scripturesand by ſtrong arguments grounded 
on them. The tirſt teſtimony is that ſpeech of David, P/alme 49.1 2. 
Mar being in honour lodged not a night therein, but became like the bedſts 
that periſh, So the words runne 1n the originall text, and we can= 
not without wreſting of the words from their proper fence-inthe 
Hebrew, expound them of any other perfon but of the firſt {dam 
and of his fall;the word which is in our tranſlation ( man ) is: Adaw 
m the Hebrew, and the words which wee read in our Engliſh 
(abideth not ) Bal-jalin, and in the Hebrew fignitie, lodged not 
& night therein'; as appeareth by. other Scriptures, in which it is 


 contunuelly uſed to fignific lodging or tarrying for a night, ws, - 


Exod.23.18, & 34-25, Demt.16.4, where God forbids the [/rachites 
zo ler the fat of their Sacrifice, or any part of the fleſb of the Paſchal 
 Banibs 16 ledge With thens all night 1H the morning. . And 2 Sam.17.8. 
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when Hufbai ſaid to Abſalom of his Father Dad, that hee was 
4 man of Warre, and Wo uot lod eW1rh the people, And 2 Sans 9.8. 
where 7oab ſaith to David, there Will not one abide With thee one 


a night, but joy commeth in the morning, And 1o in all other Scrip- 
tures this word isuſed. And the learned Hebrewes who beſt know 
the prorebng of the phraſe : underſtand this place of Adam and of 
his falling on the day of his Creation, and not continuing one night 
in the honourable ſtate of innocency. The: ſecond eaſtinions is 
that ſpeech of our Saviour, 70h.8.44. where he faith that the Divell 
was 4 murtherer of man and a lyar from the beginning and abode not in 
the truth, By the beginning is meant the firſt day of mans Cre- 
ation, and it is never abſolutely uſed in any other fence but for the 
time of the firſt Creation. Now if the Divell did lye and deceive 
and murther man by drawing him to {inne from the firſt day of mans 
being,it followes that man did fall on theſixt day, which was the da 

of his creation, The third proofe is grounded on the words which 
paſſed betweene the woman and the Serpent, The Serpents ſpeech 
1mplics that as yet they had not caten of any tree, and that he ſet upon 
the woman immediately after that God had given them comman- 
dement: not to eate of the tree of knowledge ; the words which he 
uſeth (Tea, or #4 it even ſo ) they are aforme of ſpeech uſed by one 


that ſtanding aloofe and over-hearing what was forbidden, doth 


immediately ſtep in and askes the party to whom the commande- 
ment was given,if it were even fo as heconceived, And the wo» 


and ſignifies not an a& paſt or preſent, but a power and liberty to 
cate hereafter when they ſhould have occaſion, and the true tranſla- 
tion of her words is : we may or will hereafter catevf the fruite of 
the trees of the garden. Alſo it is very likely that if they had caten 
of the fruits of any tree of their owne accord before their tempta- 

tion and fall, their reaſon, will and - - nary would have led t 
to the tree of life, which was neere at hand eyen in the middeſt of 
the garden cloſe by the forbidden tree,ver.9. The very name where- 
of was amiable, and unto which the naturall defire of man did of 
it ſelfe chiefly carry him, as Gods words doe intimate, Chap.3.2-2., 
But that they had not F a reached forth their hands to take 
and cats of that tree, that A ſheywes, Chap.3.23, m_ 
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mans anſwer is in ſuch a word as is of the future tenſe in Hebrew, Gen, a1, 2. 
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he Gaith that he will caſt eAdam out of the garden, Leaſt hee par 
forth his hand and take and cate af thetreeof life, which was the ſeale 
of naturall life ; Now this had beene too late if 'they had already be- 
forcecaten of it, | | 
Fourthly, ſo ſoone as God had created the woman, and given 
her to the man, he gave them the bleſſing of fruitfulnefſe, and the 
deſire of procreation of children which is moſt naturall to man, and 
hedid bid them increaſe and multiply,-ſo we reade, Chap.1.28. and 
undoubtedly they would not have negleed the bleſſing of multi- 
plying and increafing man-kind, but if they had continued in their 
integrity ' one night, the woman by companying with the man 
would have conceived a pure ſeed without finne, for there was no 
\ barrennefle of the wombe in innocency, that came in as a curſe after 
the fall. Chap.3.16. | | 
Fiftly, the verity of Gods threatning, and the ſtri&neſſe of his 
juſtice required that in the ſame day whercin man ſinned, in the 
ſame ſhould the ſentenec of death be executed, the words of the 
Law are very peremtory,ver.17. Is the day that thou eateſt thou ſhalt 
ſarely dye. Which ſentence was fully and truly executed, though 
not on Adam himſelfe, yet on Chriſt the ſecond Adam mans (urety. 
The firſt Adam and all his poſterity are the ſame day made ſubject to 
death, wherein they a& or partake afually of this tranſgreſſion, 
and Chriſt the ſecond Adam who undertooke to fatisfie the Law 
for this ſinne and to ſuffer the puniſhment due to it and all ſinnes 
which ſpring from this roote, did certainely dye on the ſame day, 
and at the fame houre of the day in which the firſt Adam tranſgreiiſed, 
ſo Irenexs and divers of the ancients and other acute writers do hold, 
and they well obſerve, that on the ſixt day of the weeke on which 
day Adam was created and after the ninth houre of that day, that is 
in the afternoone, and towards the:end of the day Chriſt ſuff:red 
both a curſed _y death on the croſſe, and alſo the agonies 
and paynesof the ſecond death, as he ſheweth by his crying out, 
My God my God Why haft thou Jor(iken mee; And by his word 
(onſummatum et, that is, the fulnefſe and utmoſt extremity of tor- 
ments is comme, or now isthe utmoſt extremity of my paincfull ſuf= 
fering. And therefore - it is very probable and cannot without 
ſcornefull wrangling be denied, that Adams fall was about the ſame 
time of the fixt day, which doth make good the word of m_ and 
ew 
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ſhew the verity of his threatning Law; and his admirable wiſedome 
and providence-in thinking of mans redemption before he would 
ſuffer man to fall. : 

Sixtly if Adam had ſtood any while, even one day or night or 
more untill he had caten of the tree of life, which ſcemes to be a 
ſcale of the firſt Covenant of life by workes of naturall righteouſnefle, 
it is likely that he could not have fallen, nor the Divell beene ſuffered 
to tempt him, or if after the taſt_ of the ſweetneſle of the tree of life, 


and the ſcaling of the covenant of life by his owne workes of obe- 


dience, he had fallen : ſurely his fall hal beene more deſperate, even 
totall and finall apoſtacy : for which God alloweth no Sacrifice to be 
offered nor prayer to be made, and from which there is no recovery 
nor renewing by repentance. The Divell being created with the 


Angells amongſt the ſupernaturall hoſt on the firſt day, and having i.

dayes of the creation untill man was created and all the frame of 1 Ioh.s, 


ſcene the glory of God and taſted of the Heavenly joyes all the ſix 


the world finiſhed, and Lordſhip given to man over all inferiour 16. 


creatures, he then after this taſt falling away and not abiding in the Heb-6.6. 


truth butlcaving his firſt eſtate, did finne more deſperately and rebelli- 


ouſly againſt the light, and his ſinne is fo hatefull toGod, that he will 


not accept of any fatisfgtion for it, neither could the Sonne of God 
undertake for him. But mans fall being at the firſt before he had taſted 
of the tree of life and the full ſweetneſſe 'and fruition of earthly feli- 


city, and ſpringing not originall from himfelfe, but from the Divell 
who deceived him, therefore there is mercy with God for him, Gods 
giving of Chriſt,and Chriſts undertaking for man, is an argument that 


Adam did fall in the day of his' creation before he had taſted of the 
tree of life, and that he was made,mard, formed and deformed none 
day,as the Greeke writers ſpeake | 
Laſtly it ſeemes by divers other reaſons very probable, that man-did 
fall on the fixt day beforc he had catecn of the tree of life, which ifhe 
had beene left to himſclfe, and if hee had not beene prevented and 

ſeduced by the Diyell he would have done. ny 
Firſt becauſe the Covenant of life by mans owne workes of 
obedicrice, being ſealed by his cating. of that tree which was 
the ſcale of that Covenant : as appeares by Gods ſpecch, Geneſie.3. 
23, Man had beene confirmed: in that naturall life and eſtate 
whercin God created him, and the Divell could have, had no power 
C 3 cither 


— 
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either to ſeduce him or to prevaile by his temptations. 
Secondly the things which Adam did after his creation and be. 
fore his fall : could not be done orderly and diſtintMly in lefſe then 
a good part ofa day. Firſt God brought all living creatures before 
him, and hee tooke notice of them, and gave to every kinde of crea- 
ture fit names, before the woman was made, as appeares, wer,20. 
ThenGod caſt him into a deepe fleepe and tooke one of his ribs, and 
farmed 1t into a woman and brought her to him, After that God 
_ gave them the bleſling of fraitfalnefle, and faid be fruitfull and 
multiply, he alſo gave them rule and dominion over all creatures, 
and appointed them all Trees bearing fruit, and Herbes bearing 
ſeed for their meat, and ſer man to keepe and dreſſe the garden, and 
withall he gave them the commandement to abſtaine from the tree 
of knowledge of good and evill, before they were tempted and 
drawne into ſinne and tranſgreſſion. Therefore their fall maſt needs 
be towards the end of the day, after the ninth houre, at the ametime 
of the day in which Chriſt ſuf:red death and gave up the Ghoſt : as 
_| theGoſpellſhewes, MHarh.27.46. and fothe day and houre of mans 
- firſt finne, was the day and houre of death for finne according to 
Gods threatning,ver.17. 7 
Thirdly after their fall and the ſight of theimnakednefſe, they ſewed 
fig leaves together and made them aprones, and by this time we may 
ſuppoſe that the Sunne did ſet and the coole of the day approached, 
even the breathing winde which commonly blowes after the ſettin 
of the Sunne, and did blow in the night of the ſeventh day, at whic 
time they heard Gods voice walking in the garden, which was ter- 
rible unto them, partly by reaſon of the darkenefſe of the night, and 
-- partly through the conſcience of their {inne, and the ſhame of naked- 
nefſe which ſinne brought upon them, and hereupon they hid them- 
ſelves from Gods preſence ameng the trees. of the garden, which 
ſhelter was too vaine and fooliſh, no way able to hide them from 
Gods pure eyes. Therefore certainely they did ſinne and fall towards 
the end of theſixt day in which they were created. And juſtly might 
Adam have curſed the day of his creation,if Chriſt had not immediatly 
betimes on the ſeventh day been promiſed, and had not aqtually and 
openly undertaken to become the ſeed of the woman, and began to be 
an aQuall mediator for mans redemption. | 
And thus I have by the helpe and light of Scriptures made it _ 
. an 
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and manifeſt,.that mans firſt ſinne_and-fall was on the fixt day. And 
that the firſt inſtitution of the Sabbath being upon the feventh day, 
muſt nceds be after mans fall and not in the ſtate of innocency. 


CHAP. TIT. 


Ne” this prooving and demonſtrating of the firſt point in my 
Text, to wit : the time of the firſt inſtitution of the Sabbath, 
doth lead us direAly as 1t were by the hand unto the ſecond maine 
point; that is, the ground upon which the Sabbath was founded, 
and the true outward mooving cauſe and occation of the firſt in- 
ſtitution of 1t. - TOS 

Firſt we may hence colle& that the ground of the Sabbath is not 
any thing revealed or done on the fix dayes of the creation, and there- 
fore there was no uſe of the Sabbath nor place for it in the ſtate of in- 
nocency,neither is it a commemoration of any thing then brought in- 
to beeing, but rather of Gods reſting from creation and ceafing to 
proceed further in perfe&ting the world by way of creation. 
' , Secondly,that the true ground muſt be ſought and found among the 
things which came to paſſe on —— day, and after the ſtate of 
innocency” which ended at mzns 
will ſceke inthe next words of the Text.

n.outh, 1t we alſo conſider that neither the,Sabbath it {elfe,: nor the 
ground,rcaſon and occaſion of it, (to wit : Gods perfeding, the ereqs 
tion, by premiſing; ang revealing redemptiqn in.Chriſt,:and thereſt 
which | have before prooved and demonſtrated )- were written in 
mans heart in innocency,but were after mans fall revealed by. God,and 
thereupon the holy reſt commanded to be kept on that day which God 
above other dayes hath bleſſed and ſanRified. We may truly affirme 
that the: commandement of rhe Sabbath in theſe reſpe&s is a poſitive 
Izw of God, and not alaw of nature requiring ſuch particular duties 
as man of himſelfe without Gods poſitive commandement would 
have obſerved. Yea the word (Memente,remember) fo often added to 
the precept of the Sabbath,as appeares Exe4, 20.8, doth plainly ſheyy 
that the keeping holy of a weekly Sabbath, wasnot a thing printed in 
mans heatt; for then-it had been vajine and ncedlefie for God fo often 
to uſe this word Remember, and to put them in mind of this duty by, 
Moſes and the Prophets, mans own conſcience would have been his 
daily and cotitinuall monitor and remembrancer, and his owne 


thoughts would have becne rcady to accuſe him for every omiflion 


and negletof it; As the Apoltle teſtifies of the work of the law write 
ten in mans heart; Ror.2.15. | | ; 


K Fourthly, 
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Chap.1z Fourthly, if we conſider the law of the Sabbath as it commandeth 


man, together with his children, ſervants and labouring catcrell to reſt 
from their weariſome labours and bodily paine ; which came 1n by fin, 
and by mans fall, together with ſeryile ſabj=&ion and diff:rence of 
the Maſter and ſervant, which wzekly reſt and intermiflion from 
toyle and labour granted to ſervantsand cattell by their Maltersas well 
as to themſelves, makes very much for good order inevery ſtate and 
common wealth, and for peace and foctety among men, and in eyery 
family, and ſerves for an excellent civill and politicalluſe, fo it is in 
the juadzement of many learned and godly Divines; not without good 
reaſon held to be a civill and peliticall law. | 

Fiftly, if we conſider. Firlt the time of Gods firſt inſtitution of the 
Sabbath,as it fals under Chriſt,even upon the ſeventh day of the world, 
in which Chriſt was promiſed to we man who was fallen in the 
latter end of the fixt day, as is before ſhewed. Secondly,if we confider 
the ground and reaſon of Gods inſtitution of the Sabbath and of ſan-

of thcir Chriſtian bretheren, Without which religious obſervation 


. once every week at the leaſt, eſpecially upon the particular day of the 


week, which God hath bleſſed with the moſt memorable work be- 
longing to mans redemption, it is not poſlible for people tobe well 
ordered jn a Chriſtian Church, nor Gods holy worſhip to becither 
generally known or publickly praftiſed, nor the vulgar ſort of Chriſti- 
ans tobe brought to the knowledge and profeſſion and practiſe of true 
religion neceſlary to {alvation : Theſe things I fay conſidered, we mult 
nec@arily grant that the law of the Sabbath is an Evangelicall, unt- 
yerſall and perpetuall law,ſuch as the commandements of beleeving in 
Chriſt,repenting from dead works, reforming of our lives, worſhip- 
ing and invocating of God inthe name and mediation of Chrilt, and 
So mori and direction of his holy Spirit, all which commande- 
ments bind all Gods people of all Churches and ages from the firſt day 
wherein Chriſt was promiſed in one meaſure or other. So that with- 
out obedience in ſome degree unto theſe Evangelicall lawes, it is not 
poſſible for any man to be and to continuea true child of God, and to 
attaine:{alvation in and by Chriſt. 

And this law thus far-and in theſe reſpes conſidered, can no more 
be abrogated and aboliſhed, then Gods covenant of redemption and 
falvation made with man-kind in Chriſt, but all man-kind even every 
one who ſeekes ſalvation 1n Chriſt, is at all times and in all ages bound 
to obſerve this law of Gn&ifying a ſeventh day in every week, and of 


_ reſting from all worldly affaires, that they may ſerve and worſhip and ' 


ſeck God in Chriſt, RE.”

temporary and mutable; and fitted for ſome times and ſeaſons only, * 
 Firftas it commanded the ſeventy day of the wetk to be kept holy, 
as the moſt holy day, becauſe therem Chriſt was promiſed -to be the 
redeemer of the world,and God reſted in his mediation, and perfeted 
the creation by bringing in redemption, which was the-greateſt ble(. 


ſing of theold Teſtament. Andas it required hallowing of the day by 


facrifices and other outward ſervice and worſhip, which were types 
and figures of Chriit to come, and by preaching and rehear(ing the 


promiſes of Chriſt out of the lawand Prophets, belceving in the 'Sa- 


yiour to come and meditating en the eternallreſt in Heaven; So it was 
a ceremoniall and temporaty law, and did ftand in force-and bind all 
Gods people to the obſervation of the laſt wo of the weeke; all the 
time of the old Teſtament untill Chriſt was fully exhibited a perfe& 
Redeemer in his reſurre&tion, And it was not inthe power of the 
Church' to change the Sabbath to any! other dey of the' week, thit 
wer reſted in Chriſt the foundation and Lord of the Sabbath.-Te alſo 
bound the faithfull of theſe times, ' to the ceremoniall ſan&ifcirisn, 
and to that typicall fervice which looked towards Chriit to &me, 
as well as to the ſeventh day only and no other, during that norage

Secondly, as the law of the Sabbath (which requitts that day tobe 
kept for anholy reſt in which God hath revealed the greatelt bleſſing 
and ſo hath bleſſed it above all other dayes of the week) doth nowever 
fFince the perfeRing of the work of redemption in Cheiſts reſarre&ion, 
bind all Goſs people to keep for their' Sabbath the firſt day 'of the 
week which by Chriſts victory overdeath obtained filly in that very 
day, became the moſt bleſſed day above the feventh day and all other. 
dayes of the week. And as under the name of hallowing and keeping 
hely the Lords Sabbath, it enjoynes fuch worthip as God requires of

ſons, occafions and prerogatives of the holy Sabbath, What greater: 
change could be or eyer was heard of in Chriſt the maine foundation 
both of the Sabbath and of the unverſall Church, then when ofa Re- 
deemer promiſed on the ſeventh day, and fo continuing all the time of 
theold Teſtament whule the fathers beleeved only in hum promiſed & 
notyet come;he became a Redeemer fully exhibited in his reſurreRion 
on the firſt day of the weeke,and changed the ſtate of the Church, and.

the performance and perfeRing of redemption : and therfore ſo far ex- 
cels that, as the giving of a great gift and perfecting of a work ex-

Sabbath to be kept every ſeventh day. | 


The firſt main duty from which the ſeventh day acquires the name 


of Sabbath, is reſt and ceſſation from all worldly labours,pleaſures and 


delight, wherin man is to withdraw his mind from worldly cares and 
ſecular affairs, which concern this fraile earthly kife, and isto give reſt 
and refreſhing to his own body,and to'the'bodies of his children, ſer- 
vants,{trangers,and toyling cartell,as appears, Exod,20.10.  1/a.58.13. 

And the proper end and uſe of this reſt is. Firſt; to admoniſh man 
that he = not place nor ſeck felicity in this world,nor fince his fall 
and breaking of the Covenant of works by his diſobedicnce, hope for 
any happincſ; or telicity either here or cle where to'be purchaſed by 
his own works of Rightcouſnes, which he either 18,0r was able in che 
firſt creation to performe in his own perſon, Secondly, to ſhew that 
Gods juſt wrathappeaſed by Chriſt, and the ſting of death and the 
curſe and bitterries of mans ſorrows, and toilſome labours which God 
impoſed on him for his tranſgreſſion,is taken away,andGod will. not 
have his people to torment their bodies with..continuall toile, and 
painful labour,but to eaſe and, refreſh themſelvegwith a weekly reſt, 


Thirdly, to make men take notice that God hath a provident and fas. 


therly care of his creatures both men and beaſts, hates all merciles cru- 
elty and oppreſſion of their very bodies,and will haye them fo refrcſh-

_ their weekly labours. -

Secondly,as God hath revealed himſelfe a Redeemer and Saviour of 
man-kind by promiſing and giving Chriſt : So they are much more 
bound to keep all his commandements tothe ntmoſt of their power, 
eſpecially thisof the Sabbath, which Godordained4tobea memoriall of 
redemption and eteriiallreſt,tobefound only inChriſt promiſed 'on the 
ſointh day,and infulnes of time | ho and exhibited. Tfthey belceve 
that Chrit is theirRedeemer,and that they are bought with the price 
of his blood;and are no more theirown,but his who hath bought them, 
this binds them to glorifie God with their ſoules,and bodies alſo which 
are Gods, { or.6,20,And this they cannot dogexcept ſome time be ſet 
P apart, 
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Chap.1 5 apart,at leaſt-one day in every week,to celebrate in holy aſ=mblies,the 


gracious goodneſſe, bounty and love of God to them-in Chrift, and rq 
{\ncific and fit themſelves for him 1n all their weekly works, and for 
the intending and ſeeking of him in all the laboures of their hands, 
Thus much the Lord ſhewes in his law givenand expounded by Io, 
ſes,Dent.5.15. Where he tells Iſraell,that he gave his commandement 

_ tothem of keeping holy his Sabbath, for this end, that they might re- 
meinber their ſlavery 1n Egypt, and their deliverance by his mighty 
hand and ſtretched out arme, Upon which words we muſt neceſlarily 
lafer, that if God bound them by his commandemen!,urging them and 
preſling them often to keep the Sabbath day, for a memoriall of their 
deliverance from temporall and tipicall bondage, and.thankfulneſſe to 
hi for it, then Cn were they, and all Gods people ſtill are 
bound, to keep holy the Sabbath day, in thankfulneſſe and for a me- 
'moriall of ſpirituall deliverance from ſin, death and Hell, and that on 
the day of the Lord Chriſt, wherein he-is promiſed or fully exhibited. . 
Thirdly, becanſe there is none of all the ſons of men who live in the 
--Church,and know the word and law of God, and diſcerne their owne 
frailty,but know how hard it is for them to continue in grace, and in 


the knowled#c of Chriſt, and in the underſtanding of the miſteries of - 


godlinefſe, without often exerciſes of religious duties, as well in pub: 
lick as in private,and without much hearing and publick inſtru&ion jn 
the word and law of God, Therefore every rationall man-muſt needs 
know and acknowledge himſelfe bound by the light of reaſon, and his 
naturall appetite of his own happines, to uſc all means for continuance 
and increaſe ofgrace and of heavenly knowledge in himſelf needfull to 
falvation,eſpecially this keeping of a weekly Sabbath which he finds by 
experience to be a means to hold him faſt to Chriſt.But if any who live 
and are bornein the Church,in ſuch times and places wherin they have 
fifficient means to know Gods revealed will and law for the keeping 
of an boly Sabbath weekly,do through-negligence and idlenes, malice, 
or peryerſenes,remaine wilfully ignorant of thislaw and will of God, 
as well as divers alicnts, This ſhall in no cafe excuſe them,neither doth 
it free them from the bond of this duty, nomore then it doth'from the 
bond of any other lawes of which they are willfull ignorant, but God 
will puniſh.them, both for their failing in this duty, and for their 
wilfull ſhutting of their eyes and cares, and refafing to know his will 
and law. Now. becauſe a great part of man-kind. even. of Adavs 
poſterity 
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poſterity dovlive out of the Charch; and many nations for many ages Chap. 5 


cven all Pagans and Heathen Infidels never heard of the Sabbath,nor of 
Gods word which requires the weekely obſervation of it. Wearein 
the ſecond place to conſider, whether this law of God,and this his ble{- 
ſing and fan&ifying of the ſeventh day, doth in an reſpe& bind them-- 
to this duty. And firlt that ignorance of the law Joth not exempt then 
from the duty,it is manifeſt by plaine reaſons, 
Firſt, becanſe they had meanes from Adam and their firſt progeni- 
tors to koow this law,for when the carth was divided into ſeverall na- 
tions and countries, the fathers and firſt founders of every nation did 
know, that God had in fanfying the ſeventh day, given this com- 
mandement to our firſt parents and their ſeed intheir loynes :But they 
by wilfull neglect of this duty brought the law into oblivion;and their 
children rejoycing to follow their licentious wayes, and to put farre 
[from them all thoughts of this daty,and all regard of this hw, became 
wilfully ignorant of Gods will, yea they ſcorne to hearken to Gods 
word if it be brought unto them. 
_ Secondly,no ignorance which 1s not invincible,but might be avoided 
by due care and diligence , 'can exempt a.man from any duty which 
God hath commanded all man-kind to nan Our Saviour tells rs, 
"that he which fails of his duty oat of {1mple ignorance, and doth not 
his Lords will becauſe he knew it not, ſhall be-puniſhed and beaten 
though with fewer ſtripes. Becauſe God is the Lord of all;every man 
ought to enquire after and learne his will: And therfore Heathen peo- 
ple though they know not this law, ſhall be beaten for negle& of this 
duty, becauſe they ought to know God, and to learne his will, who 
gives them life,breath and al things, And if they who fail through ſime 
ple ignorance, muſt be puniſhed though in alefle meaſure then wilfull 
profaners,It muſt needs follow,that they age bound to the duty though 
not ſo flcialy, nor in that manner and meafureas they who live in the 
Chyrch,and in ſuch times and places, where they know, or may know 
the law and word of God. 
Thirdly, all man-kind even the moſt barberous and ſavage nations, 
as they have their being, and all gifts ofnature, from Gods creating 
hand and power.So they have all theſe rhings continued unto them by 


the mediation of Chriſt;and by a common and univerſall vertue ofhim 
the Redeemer, they are _— in hfe and health and ftrength in this 
ator procures all theſe things to them,aftet 
P 2 a 
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a ſecondary manner for his ele&s fake, which are cither to {pring after 
many ages out of thcir loynes, or toreceive benefit of their Tabqures in 
fbduing the carth, making it habitable: and fit for his people to dwell 
in;aid ſo preparing aplace for his Church. or the like, -In thisrefpe4 
God is called the Saviour of all men, but eſpecially of them that do beleeve, 
Ofall, in as much as he preſerves them in naturall life, but of the faith- 
fall, fully and perfeAly in that” he ſaves them from eternall death,a 

hell,and brings them.to life eternall, And hereupon it is,that all things 
are ſaid tobe and to conſiſt in, and by,and for Chriſh,(ol.1.17, andhe is 
{aid to be a ranſome for all men, that is, reaching to all in ſome mea- 
ſare, manner and degree, even to infidels to obtaine common gifts for 


thep,and tothe elec perfectly to redeeme them. Now they who par- 
take: 


e benefit of Chriſt the blefled ſed promiſed to Adam, they are 


bound ta the duty which God requires in thankefulneſſe for it, and for 


a continuall commemoratioa therof. . Therfore all man-kind even the 
moſt barbarous, are bound to the duty of weeping an holy Sabbath 
weekly, though they do not know that which binds themto it, and 
leads them to the performance therof, - CN TSS 
Fourthly, Gods bleſſing of a ſeyenth day, and anRifying it by his 
commandement given to our firſt parents, is as eafily to be learned and 
knowne, and kept in memory, as many other things of leſs moment, 
which Heathen infidels do learne and know,and keepe in memory for 
worldly refpets.As-for example;to meaſure the times of the world by 
Yeares,and Yeares by. Months,and Months by Weekes,and Weekes by 
ſeven daycs, this becauſe the Heathen find ta be very commogious 
for worldly and civill reſpe&s, therfore they are carefull.to learneand 


remember it and all ſuch things. Andit is as eaſte andas poſlible to 


learne and know Gods law concerning a weekly Sabbath, and they 
would and might learne it,if they were as carcfull for their ſoules, and 
to ſerve God,as they are for their life, and to ſerve their owne luſts and 
this world, Andifthey would travell,and ſend abroad into far coun- 
tries to learrie heavenly knowledge and holy behaviour, as diligMtly 
as they do to learne humane knowledge and worldly wiſedome, art 
and kill, they could not be ignorant of Gods law concerning the 
weekly Sabbath : But they refuſe to learne this, as they do:to learne 
true religion, and ſhut their eyes againſt it, as they do2 againſt the 
knowledge of Chriſt, Therefore as Turkes and other infidels, who 
have Gods word profeſſed in their Countries, Cities and among ay 
| thoug 
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though they cannot rightly call upon God, nor beleevein Chriſt with- Chap.16  * 
out preacbing of the word, which they will not looke after but ſcorne = 
it; Yet they are bound to repent and. beleeve, and ſhall periſh for 
rc3cating and not uſing the meancs to get faith, So it is withather 
infidels turther off, they ſhall periſh for not ufing ſuch meanes as are 
in their power, wherby-they 'might come to know this and other 
dutics which they are bound to performe in thankfulneſſe for Gods 
gracious promiſe of Chrift the Redeemer, and for the common be- 
nefits which they receive through him.

| Secondly, ſome re proper to the Sabbath of the ſeventh day, while 
the Fathers nader the old Teſtament did expe& Chriſt promiſed, and 
were to keep-thejr Sabbath in memory of the promiſe of Chriſt made 
toour firſt parentson the laſt day of the week. Thirdly ſome are pro 
tous who live under the Goſpell ſince Chriſt fully exhibited aperſet 
Redeemer:and after the buriall of ofes, that is: the utter abolition of 
all legall ſhadowes, together with the materiall temple of the Jewes. 
The duties common to all are fuch as are neceſary to the being of an 
holy Sabbath at all times,and they are three eſpecially, The firſt is a reſt 
and ceſſation from all ſecular affaires and worldly pleafures,except on- 
ly fach as.are neeeffary for mans wel-being, and cannot be omitted .or 
deferred without great hurt and danger of mans healthand life, and of 
the. life and ſafety of the creatures which God hath made for mans 
uſe, The ſecond is ſanQification of the Sabbath, with ſuch holy exerci- 
ſes of rchgionand of Gods worſhip, as God requires in that age and 
ſtate ofthe Church m which they live. The third is anifying of that 
day of the week which God hath bleſſed and honoured with greateſt 
bleffings above all other dayes, and wherin he hath more fully revealed 
hisholinefſe, and opened the fountaine of holines for the fanRifying of 
his people. Concerning the firſt, to wit , reſt and ceffation all 
worldly affames: and bodily delights, there is a doubt made by ſome, 
| P 3 whether 
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" Chap.16 whetherit doth equally concerne all Gods people, as well Chriſtians 
. under theGoſpellas the Fathers of the old Teſtament. Divers are of o« 
pinionthat Chriſtians have more liberty and are not ſo ſtritly-bound 
to reſt from all worldly 2Miirs and bodily delights,:s the Fathers were 
before Chriſt. But for the clearing of this point we are to note three 
ſpeciall things. Firſt, that reſt and ceſſation from all ſecular buſ- 
neſſ:,and worldly paſtimes is a duty of the Sabbath which general! 
belongs to all men in all ages whoarc bound to _ a weekly Sabbat 
or holy day by virtue of Gods fanQtification of the ſeventh day. For, firſt 
the very name (Sabbath) whichGod gave to the day, ſignifies reſt and 
ceſſation,and puts us continually 1n 1nind of this duty. And whoſoever 
 cals it by thename Sabbath,doth therby acknowledge it to be a day of 
reſt, - Secondly, a main ground of Gods þrt inſtitution of the Sabbath, 
the reſt from all works of Creation'wherwith God reſted in Chriſt the 
{ſeventh day,who on that day was promiſed and took upon him to be 
mans Mediatour (as hath bin proved before out of the words of this 
; Text, For Chriſt the ſon of God undertaking to repaire the works of 
| creation, which were defaced by mans Fall,and' to reſtore al things by a- 
nother kind of work then creation,cven by incarnation, obedience, ſuf- 
fering and fatisfa&ion for fin in mans nature,and for the redemption of 
the world)did bring unto God the Creator,reſt and ceſſation from any 
more creation of new kinds of creatures. And upon this ground,even 
this perfeAting of his work of creation,by bringing in redemption,and 
in memory and for afigne of Gods reſting in Chriſt promiſed,God fan» 
Rified the ſeventh day to be an holy weekly Sabbath,and bound man to 
this duty of reſt on the Sabbath day from all ſecular buſineſſe, 
Thirdly, inall ages whenſoever God repeated the law ofthe Sabbath, 
or urged the obſervation of it,cither by AZoſes or the Prophets we ſhall 
obſerve that reſt and cef{ition is injoyned, as Exod. 20.10, The ſeventh 
=—_ the Sabbath, mn it thou ſhalt doe no manner of worke,& E xod, 31.14 
T hon ſhalt do no manner of worke therin,& Exod.z3.2. Deut.s 14, Who- 
ſoever doth any worke on the Sabbath ſhall ſurely be put to death, They might 
not gather Manna on the Sabbath day,Exod.16.28.they who went out to 
ſeeke Manna are called tranſgrefſours. And all the Prophets which in 
after times made mention of the Sabbath, urged reſt and blamed all 
ſervile works which concern this life, as 1/a.58.13.Jer,17,27. Nehem,

ces of reſt and glory in Heaven which we have,do more bind us to reſt 
from worldly cares, and to ſet our minds on Heaven where our hopes 
are,Thele axe ftrong arguments to proove that reſt upon the Sabbath 
day,is a duty which generally belongs to all men in all ages, which is 
the firſt thing ſerving to fatisfic the former doubt and to prove the firſt 
generall duty, | 

Secondly Gods ſanifying of the Sabbath,. and his firſt commande- 
ment given to Adam for the keeping holy of the feventh day;binds all 
men,in all ages,to keep a weekly Sabbath to the end of the werld, as I 
have before proved,and therfore the duty of reſt belongs to all. 

Thirdly,they who hold the law of the weekly Satbath tobe but for 
a time,and that it is now aboliſhed, they can ſhew no Scriptures to 
warrant their opinion.

day promiſed Chriſt the bleſſed ſeed to redecme man from death, 
to purchaſe life for him,and to continue to him the benefit of* the creas« 
tures, and to perfcd his creation. Surely it had not bin the moſt ble 
ſed day of the week, neither would God have inſtituted it: to:bea 
weekly Sabbath at the firſt; and ſo to continne untill the comming of 
Chriſt, And if God had not raiſed up Chriſt on the firſt day of the 
week, and ſo exhibited him a perfe&t Redeemer; and fally performed 
his promiſe. 
Then the firſt day had not bin madea morebleſſed day then the ſe- 
venth and all other dayes of the week. And the Lord Chriſt would ne- 
yer.have made thatday of the week his Sabbath alwayes after; n<ither 
would his holy Apoſtles by inſpiration of his Spirit have bin. moyedto 
Sl it the Lords day, and to obſerve it, and teach othets to obſerve it 
or their day ofholy Aſſemblies and for the performing of all holy 'Sab- 
bath duties.

CHAP. XxX, 


HE ſecond poſition which I have proponnded before, which now 
comes to be prooved is : That Gods law rightly underſtood, doth 
reſpe of this duty of reſt from all worldly afires,n0 fiirialy bind us 
utider the Goſpell on the Lords day,as it bound the fathers on the Sab- 
bath'of the ſeventh day in the old Teſtament. Here ſome will pethaps 
imagine, that T'go about to ky an heavy yoake of Jewiſh legall bon- 
dage upon Chriſtians, contrary to Chriftian liberty, by whieh Chrift 
hath made us free. But if and beare in mind what 
have before prooved, to wit, That the fathers from the beginning had 
no ſuch burifer tmpofed on them as is commonly conceived; and that 
the Scriptures which arc alledged to proove that they might not kin- 
dle a fire nor drefle meate, nor go out of their place on the Sabbath day, 
and that it was death to gather ſticks on that day in cafe of neceſſity, 
are much miſtaken, They ſhall be forced to confefſe that I take away 
the heavy yoake which many lay upon the Fathers in the old Teſta- 
ment, rather then lay any yoake upon Chriſtians in the abſervation of 
the Sabbath. Yea that require and urge no more then that which all 
the learned of beſt note in all ages have ever ſince the time of the A- 
oftles, and by tradition from them 'commended to the Churches of 
hriſt, which alſo the lawes, Canons, and Do&rine of the Charch of 
England generally received andeftabliſhed, do impoſe on us asthe 
light burden and caſie yoake of Chrift, | 
Tt is tre that the Scribes and Phariſces thoſe | core ers of the 
Law, and blinde Hypocrites as our Saviour calls them, dic foy an hea- 
ry yoake on the people of their time, by their falfe gloſſes and _ 
traditions,as in divers other points,fo in the obſervation of the Sabbath, 
held it nnlawfull in caſe of neceffity te pull an care ofUhrne, of 
fruit from a tree onthe Sabbath day, and blamed Chriſts Diſciples 
for doing fo when they were hungry and had no other meanes to keep 
themfilyes from fainting-They accuſed our Saviour Chriſt for working
